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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions, which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCI Rule 13.1 . 
In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a 
single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

The inventions as claimed are classified into following groups: 

I. Claim 1-13, drawn to a cell in which genomic.gene encoding an enzyme relating 
alpha-1 ,6-fucosyltransferase activity is knocked out or deleted. 

II. Claim 14-20, drawn to a process of producing a glycoprotein composition 
comprising a. cell in which genomic.gene encoding an enzyme relating alpha-1 ,6- 
fucosyltransferase activity is knocked out. 

III. Claim 21-22, 25 drawn to a method of naturalizing cell in which an enzyme 
relating alpha-1 , 6-fucosyltransferase activity is knocked out 

IV. Claim 23-24 and 26-27 drawn to a cell or a clone that is naturalized and in which 
an enzyme relating alpha-1 ,6-fucosyltransferase activity is knocked out 

The inventions listed as Groups I, II, III and IV do not relate to a single general 
inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the 
same or corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: a) a prior art 
of record exists regarding a feature linking technical claims 1-27 i.e., deletion of a gene 
relating to alpha-1 ,6-fucosyltransferase enzyme activity (For example see USPTO Pub. 
No.:2003/0115614A1; Priatel et al (1997, Glycobiology 7:45-46; example abstract; and 
Staudacher et al (1999, Biochimica et Biophysica Acta 1473:216-236). The invention as 
whole thus lacks unity under PCT rule hence a restriction as indicated above is proper. 
The mode of operation, and the effects evaluated in each of the above invention are 
distinct and different from the other. Therefore, a search and examination for the 
patentability of the above inventive groups together would generate an undue search 
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burden on the examiner. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given 
above and have acquired a separate status in the art because of their recognized 
divergent subject matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species: With either of the Invention Groups l-IV elected from above, the. 

(a). Applicant is further required chose a single species of genomic gene 
encoding an enzyme relating to sugar chain modification among the broadly 
recited enzymes in claims and further elect a single sequence with SEQ ID NO 
corresponding to the elected enzyme. 

The species are independent or distinct because they are structurally distinct. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species 
for prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim 
is finally held to be allowable.
